True Meaning of the New Bridge Preject at 
St. Louls—The New York Central Trying 
to Open a New meptal Line 
The Right of Way to nen City Al- 
ready Secured and Bridge. 

The Contest for Terminal Facilities at 
St. Louis. | 
Sr. Lovis, Mo., March 16.—[Special.]—The 
real cauge of the bitter hostility manifested 
by the Gould interests to the construction of 
the merehante’ bridge is gradually coming 
to light. It means that a railroad king as 
powerful, as shrewd, and as successful as 

Mr. Gould is interested in the bridge and its 

terminals. It means the extension of the 

Vanderbilt system to Kansas City, the in- 

vasion of Jay Gould’s territory in the West 

and Southwest, and a new transcontinental 
line from New York City to San Francisco. 

In the month of February, 1885, a company 

was organized in this State called the Cen- 

tral Missouri Railway Company.”

THE BIG MUDDY’S TORRENTS. 


Ice Gorges Near Bismarck ears of a 
Disastrous Overfiow, 

Bismarck, Dak., March 16.—([Special.]— 
The ice moved out of the Missouri at this 
point today, but lodged after floating half a 
mile. The water began rising at an early 
hour this morning, and at 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon showed arise of six feet. A gorge 
formed at Washburn, forty miles north, and 
at 7 o’clock this evening thé mver had 
risen twenty feet at that point, which 
necessitated a fall here. When the Wash- 
burn gorge breaks, which it will some time 
tonight, the immense amount of water heid 
above will surge down, sweeping everything 
before it, and the people living on the low 
banks of the stream are moving out and pre- 
paring for the worst. It is believed 
that the dynamite shi in by the 

Pacific Road will be used tonight 
or tomorrow in ee the ice at the 
confluence of the Little ssouri and the 
Missouri. The breaking up of the gorge at 
Washburn will certainly form a gorge at 
Sibley Island, ten miles south of here, and 
the gorge at this point in 1881 caused 
an overfiow of the country for many 
miles on either side of the river. 
Watches are stationed the river for 
a distance of fifty miles n 
in f telligence’ “the river’s 
state. The water of the Little Missouri River 
broke over the ee = that stream today 
and flowed into the uri, and the melt- 

snows continue to swell the creeks and 

utary streams for hundreds of miles 
northwest. The steamer Tompkins, owned 
by the E¥fans Transportation Company, was 
frozen in sixty miles south last fall and is 
now in danger of destruction. 


THE GALE ON THE ATLANTIC; 


Three Men Drowned and Two Rescued 
from a Schooner—On the Banks. 
WELLFLEET, Mass., March 16. — The 
schooner ashore at Nauset Life-Saving Sta- 
tion is the J. H. Eels, from Perth Amboy 
for Boston. The keeper of the station re- 


ports her as having passed in by there Mon- 


day aiternoon, but she was unable to weather 
the cape, and proceeded down the shore as 
far as Nauset Harbor, where she struck 
about two miles south of the station. The 
schooner was discovered about 9 o’clock next 
morning by the keeper, who at once attempt- 
ed to put off in a lifeboat with a crew, but 
the sea was so rough nothing could be done. 
Life-lines were then fired to the vessel from 
the bluffs. Only three reached the schooner. 
The crew were so exhausted that they were 
unable to haul in the slack, and the lines 
were carried adrift by the undertow and 
broken. Nothing could now be done, and 
work for the night was suspended. en 
morning dawned of the five men seen the 
day before all had perished witn the excep- 


tion of two in the foretop. They were res- 


cued about 7 o’clock by a boat’s crew from a 
tug that had appeared a short time before.

DELEGATION FROM JOLIET. 


Mayor Harrison and Mr. Guthrie Present 
Arguments in Favor of the Plan to Drain 
the Sewage of the Metropolis into the 
Illinois River That Admit of No Contro- 
versy—The Suburban Population Now 
Reaping the Results of Their Obstructive 
Methods of the Past. 


Sprinerietp, DL, March 16.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Harrison, Messrs. Hurd, Guthrie, and 
Hering met the committee from Joliet 
this afternoon, and Mr. Harrison went into 
the explanations of the whole drainage plan. 
He apparently had no difficulty in meeting all 
the objections, but the great difficulty seemed 
to be that he could not furnish a bund guar- 


anteeing what the Chicago people would do 
in the next. few months and the next few 


years. He declared that he never expected 
to make another political speech in his life, 
butif the bills were passed he would do his 
best on the stump to get the people to execute 
the whole of the vast drainage scheme. 
Judge Gurnsey, who was the spokesman of 
the Joliet party, admitted in tne course of 


ter and did not go to Chicago. Another 
trouble appeared to be that the Mayor could not 
demonstrate to the Joliet delegation the 
truth of all the scientific facts of oxidation 
and purification of the sewerage as submitted 
by the experts. The Judge could not under- 
stand the Mayor readily, and at one or two 
points there was a direct difference between 
them as to what had been said. Mr. Harri- 
son finally said that it was a lawyer's cross- 
examination to catch him and declared that 
Judge Gurnsey had misrepresented his state- 
ments. This led to a sharp passage of words, 
and the Joliet lawyer declared he was insult- 
ed and started to leave the room. As he 
rose to go the Mayor said if he had 
made any remark that a fair-minded person 
could take offense at he was ready to apolo- 
gize, but that the drainage question has too 
broad a scope to be discussed or influenced

him. Among other things, he explained the 
present pollution from the Stock-Yards, 
which was causing Joliet’s woes, would soon 
be overcome, as well as that from the distil- 
leries on the North Branch. Furthermore, the 
dams on the river which Mr. Means complained 
of would all be removed when a waterway 
from the lake was built. He claimed that 
summer packing . first caused the stench at 
Joliet, and was causing it now, and demon- 
strated the interference of the Ogden Ditch 
as a second element of that trouble. Joliet

RHODE ISLAND'S REPUBLICANS. 


The Entire State Ticket Renominated— 
Adoption of a Plattform. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 16.—[Special.}— | 


The Republican State Convention, held here 
today, was the most notable political gather- 
ing in this State for ten years. George Pea- 
body Wetmore was renominated. Ordinarily, 
this would be an event calling for no com- 
ment, but in this case it is noteworthy from 
the fact that the Providence Deily Journal, 


formerly owned by Senator Anthony, fought 


hard against his renomination. The Governor 
was renominated without a dissenting voice 
and amid the greatest enthusiasm. The entire 
State ticket was renominated, including At- 
torney-General Metcalf, who was elected on 
the Prohibition ticket last year. As he is on 
the Prohibition ticket this year, he is about 
the only candidate sure of an election by the 
people. The Republicans departed from their 
usual course and adopted a platform. The 
document gives adherence to the American 
system of protection to home labor and home 
industries, and says:

THE BALTIMORE & OHIO. 


The Matter of the Sale of the Property 
Still in Abeyance. 


New York, March 16.—/[Special.}—This 


statement was made today by an authority 
who has within the last twenty-four hours 
been in communication with President Gar- 


rett: 

The delay in the Baltimore & Ohio matter is 
largely due to the prospects of stringency in the 
money market, to which the practical comple- 
tion of a transaction of this m tude might 
largely contribute. In this view it is quite 
to say that the BaMimore & Ohio affair will be al- 
lowed to rest for some little time. Indeed, the 
impression that the deal is entirely off seems to 
meet with encouragement at the ds of those 
interested, probably with a view to get the atten- 
ion of the public in other directions until the 
proper time arrives for closing the deal. 

A gentleman known to be in the confidence 
of Alfred Sully authorized tonight the fol- 


lowing statement: 

The Baltimore & Ohio matteris in abeyance. 
There are really no developments and probably 
will not befor some time. Such a transaction as 
the one that has been given so much publicity 
cannot be carried through in a day or a week, 
and if suddenly consummated — Perna 
have a bad effect upon securities generally in 
unsettled condition of the market. Large prop- 
erties cannot be acquired without investi- 
gation into their condition and all the 
surrounding circumstances, and it is not 
to be supposed that any transactions 
of this nature could differ from the natural laws 
of business. If anything is done in this matter 
it will take time to carry it out, and there cannot 
be any result reached for the present. The Bal- 
timore & Ohio property, by reason of its 

phical position and its connections, is vaiua- 
le, and there are no doubt many who would be 
glad enough to control it.

Daylight Appearing at Last to the County 
Board’s Finance Committee. 

The Finance Committee held another long meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon with a little more suc- 
cess than was attained Tuesday, and when they 

journed it was with the knowledge that they 
were on the right track and had the legal right 
to proceed as they have commenced. This is 
of importance, insomuch as it is hinted that the 
county employés will not stand a reduction at 
this time, but will carry the matter into the 
courts. 

County Agent O’Brien was the only represent- 
ative of a department who appeared before the 
committee. He said in running over the pay-roll 
of his office he had decided that if he reduced all 
the day men from 84 to $8 it would amount to a 
saving of about $5,000 for the county. “Two 
years ago these day men were paid $3," he said, 
and the Committee on Public Service without 
consulting me or without an application for an 
advance, raised their salary to $4.” : 

In your consideration of our wants,“ said Mr. 
Nelson, you should remember that we will be 
obliged to reduce the amount of relief given dur- 
ing the next year, and that we will only care for 
the most pressing cases. In many instances 
there are cases where = not only feed the starv- 
ing wife and children, but also the drunken hus- 

band. This will have to be changed and the 
wife and children cared for in the proper institu- 
tions. The wife will have to give up the 
drunken husband, as the county is not 
able to keep together such people. The 
more you give out the more you will have 
to. We have been dealing in too much sympathy 
altogether, and too little hard sense has been ex- 
ercised. Some people will say it is heartless to 
separate these families, but I don’t look at it in 
that light. We must forget there is such a word 
= sympathy, and work on a strict business prin- 
ciple.“ 

r. O’Brien said there was no doubt money 
could be saved, and he was satisfied the depart- 
ment could be run much cheaper than $125,000 a 
year if he was independent of the Commission- 
ers and allowed to carry out the work as he de- 
sired. I could run the office on $50,000 a year,

| HE PROHIBITION AMENDMENT. 
(Pwo constitutional amendments have been 


| before the Illinois General Assembly. One, 


‘called the Cook County special legislation 


| amendment, has been postponed in the Sen- 


ate to Tuesday next. The other, a prohi- 
‘bition amendment, after being discussed sev- 
eral days last week and this, was brought to 
a vote in the House yesterday afternoon and 
failed of adoption. An amendment to the 
Constitution must receive a two-thirds ma- 
jority, which would be 102 votes out of the 
total of 158 constituting a full House; but 
the vote on the question stood: yeas, 63; 
nays, B. What the final action on the Cook 
County amendment may be remains to be 
seen. The relief sought by it can be obtained 
in no other way than by amending the Con- 
stitution, while the prohibitory proposition 
can be disposed of by ordinary legislative 
action without an amendment of the Consti 

tution, which, in this instance, could only 
prove superfluous and remain inoperative 
until given force and effect by a statute. 
Even if prohibition were adopted by the peo- 
ple it would remain a practical nullity until 
the Legislature provided the necessary stat- 
ute for its enforcement; but this may be 
done as well without as with a constitutional 
amendment. 

Iowa had a very instructive experience a 
few years ago in attempting to vote police 
law into the Constitution. The prohibitory 
amendment was adopted by a majority of 
80,000, and for a period of some months was 
supposed to be in full legal force, but as there 
was no statute back of it the authorities were 
without power to close a single saloon. With 
prohibition in the Constitution (as was sup- 
posed for the time being) Iowa had an un- 
hampered, unrestrained whisky traffic, and 
dramshops could be neither taxed nor closed. 
The constitutional amendment, although sup- 
posed to be valid, was a “ glittering general- 
ity’; it provided no penalties or process for 
the punishment of liquor-venders, and up to 
the time it was declared void by the Supreme 
Court on informality it resulted. only in 
‘freeing the saloons from taxation and rend- 

ing the Republican majority, which was re- 
sponsible for the adoption of the illusive, in- 
operative measure. | 

After the amendment was set aside on 
technical grounds the Prohibitionists, not- 
“withstanding their great majority in the 
State, made no attempt to submit it again, 
but turned at once to the Legisiature and 
secured the passage of a prohibitory 
law. Since the failure of the amendmenta 
few years ago nothing has been heard in 
Towa of constitutional prohibition, but the 
sole reliance is on statutory inhibition. The 
Prohibitionists, although in control of every 
Legislature convened since the unfavorable 
decision of the Supreme Court, have not 
even agitated the question of submitting 
another amendment, and the doctr ine of 
constitutional prohibition appears to have 
abandoned by general consent. Iowa 
nas prohibition, but it is not in the Constitu- 
tion in express terms, and rests solely on the 
act of the Legislature, which has full con- 
stitutional power to enact such a law. 

A prohibitory constitutional amendment if 
adopted in Illinois would be no more effective 

in Iowa. The Legislature has just as 
ample power to enact a prohibitory law un- 
der the Constitution as it is as that body 
would possess after a prohibitory amendment 
had been injected into that instrument. No 
amendment of the kindis needed to confer 
such power on the General Assembly. 
Whatever law it might be able to pass after 
the incorporation of a prohibitory amend- 
ment it can enact without it. Nor is it nec- 
essary to submit the question in this form in 
order to get the sentiment of the people. The 
whole question can be determined if the Leg- 
islature will adopt a prohibitory law to go 
into effect in all counties where it is approved 
by a majority of the legal voters at the elec- 
tion, say, next November. An act modeled 
on the plan of the City Election law would 
enable the people to declare their will, and 
in whatever county they desired prohibition 
they could obtain it at once in the form of a 
statute instead of an inoperative constitu- 
tional amendment. 

Following the methods of the City Election 
law, such an act may be submitted to a vote 
in every county in the State next November, 
and take effect in each county where a major- 
ity of those voting cast their ballots for it. 
in the counties where a majority of the votes 
should be cast against its adoption the existing 
high-license system would continue in force 
and operation until such time as a majority 
of the voters in such counties should vote to 
accept the provisions of the act. The law 


submitted to the popular vote in those coun- 
ties once every four years, counting from 
November, 1887, and thus keeping clear, as 
they doin the South, of exciting political 
campaigns, and presenting the naked ques- 
tion when there is no political or other dis- 
tracting issue pending. The Prohibitionists 
canask nothing fairer than this, but they 
cannot expect the Republicans of Illinois to 
follow the abortive policy adopted in Iowa, 
where it led only to a riot of free whisky and 
the cutting and slashing of the party which 
gave the opportunity to vote police law into 
the Constitution, and was then compelled to 
endure the disastrous consequences of prohi- 
bition blundering. 


WHERE ARE THE REPUBLICAN RASCALS? 
The New York Sun devotes a leading arti- 
cle to an attempt at demonstrating the failure 
of the President to find Republican “ ras- 
cals” in office. The Sun has discovered that 
Mr. Cleveland has been playing poker with 
the lowest pair in the pack.

Service bill. Nearly all the responsible ones 
nave been turned out and their papers and 
records have been raked over and over in 
search of their rascalities, but all in vain. 
If there had been any evidence of corrup- 
tion in the executive departments does any 
sensible person suppose that it would not 
ba ve been ferreted out long ago by investi- 
gation committees? It was all the capital 
the Democrats had when they came into 
power. It is all the capital they have for the 
future. It is a little too late now, after 
two years have gone and the corruption does 
not turn up, to turn upon Cleveland and 
charge him with a failure to disclose it, or to 
try to foist him on the Republican party. 
The Republicans have no use fora man who 
bets on a pair of deuces. It is a sneaking 
effort on the part of the Sun to cover up the 
miserable failure of its issue. Meanwhile we

HARRISON AND YERKES. 

Harrison has announced his intention to 
veto the Yerkes loop-line ordinance passed 
by the Council Monday night, after the Mayér 

yielded the chair to Yerkes’ Aldermanic 
friend Colvin for the purpose of putting it 
through. Harrison says that he does not like 
the ordinance in its present form. The word- 
ing isa little cloudy; it does not provide dis- 
tinctly that the street-car company shall bear 
the expense of the removal of the old Wells 
street half-worn-out bridge, the placing of it 
in position, or the building of the central 
pier and the construction of the abutments. 
The Mayor thinks that all those provisions 
ought to be incorporated in the ordinance 
before he approves of it. But the best“ 
does.not go far enough in this direction. 
He protests too mildly. The ordinance as 
it passed will not hold water, for 
the reason that it proposes without 
any prior bargain being entered upon 
that a private corporation shall seize public 
property—the Wells street bridge—and with- 
out compensation. Yerkes does not own a nail 
or a board of the bridge. He cannot make 
use of it unless the municipal authorities 
specifically vest its ownership in him or his 
company. Theordinance of Monday night is, 
therefore, manifestly illegal. The Mayorcan 
hardly avoid vetoing it. An injunction 
would lie against any operations underit. The 
property-owners not satisfied with its provis- 
ions will resist it successfully if an attempt 
is made toenforce it. Mr. Harrison doubt- 
less understands the situation, but he seems 
to be disingenuously trying to divert public 
attention from the real facts concerning it, 
The objections he. urges against the ordi- 
nance are trivial compared With more perti- 
nent ones. 

There is a suspicion that Mr. Harrison is 
entirely too friendly to the North Side stréet- 
car combine.“ Many are asking why Har- 
rison left the chair in the Council Monday 
night when the Yerkes ordinance came up 
and called Colvin thereto. Colvin is well 
known as Yerkes’ Aldermanic agent. He 
was an active agent of Yerkes last summer. 
He does all he can in the Council to aid and 
abet the Philadelphia syndicate in all their 
schemes. No one kr. os this better than Mr. 
Harrison. Why, then, should the Mayor put 
Colvin in the chair when Yerkes’ ordinance 
was called up for consideration? Verbose 
messages about trifles will not explain it. 
Vetoes that whip the Devil about the stump. 
will not. 

The Mayor must face the music. He should 
veto the ordinance on account of its manifest 
illegality as well as of its inadequacy. He 
should insist, in accordance with the wishes of 
the property-owners affected, that the Yerkes 
company shall put up a double-track steam 
bridge over the river at Dearborn street as 
part compensation for the enormously valua- 
ble franchise to be conferred upon his com- 
pany. The Mayor has an intelligent appre- 
ciation of the situation. He cannot afford 
towards the close of his political career to 
ignore the equities of the case and aid a rich 
monopoly at the expense of the plundered 
public. ° 


SWAPPING INDIANA FOR MASSACHUSETTS. 
The President’s War Clerk, Mr. Endicott, 
has succeeded in getting him into another 
scrape, from which he has only extricated 
himself by deliberate self-stultification. The 
trouble began in the differences between the 
Secretary of War and Surgeon-General 
Moore, who was appointed by the President 
only after the most careful scrutiny of every 
candidate for the place. In fact, the Presi- 
dent rather plumed himself on this appoint- 
ment. The new Surgeon-General, however, 
had not warmed his chair before trouble be- 
gan. The Assistant Surgeon is practically 
the executive officer, and Dr. Huntington has 
been filling the place. The Surgeon-General, 
the very day he arrived in Washington, was 
notified he must assign Huntington to duty 
elsewhere because he was personally objec- 
tionable to Mr. Endicott. Dr. Moore offered 
no objection, but intimated that he would like 
to retain him until he became familiar with 
the duties of his office. Endicott replied that 
he must go at once, and not only transferred 
him to a different post, but detailed an inex- 
perienced man to take his place, who is of 
course very objectionable to Moore, and par- 
ticularly so as he is working in the interest of 
another doctor who was a candidate for the 
| place. Dr. Moore took his case before the 
President and asked that the order be re- 
voked. This placed him in a fix. If he re- 
voked the order he would offend Endicott, 
who would then tender his resignation. If 
he did not revoke the order he must perpe- 
trate an act of rank injustice upon his own fa- 
vorit Surgeon-General. He chose the latter 
course. The order was not revoked. Endi- 
cott will remain in the Cabinet, and the Sur- 
geon-General is left at the mercy of a 
every way hostile to him. 

And now es what may be the explana- 
tion of this nishing decision of the Presi- 
dent. He proposes to swap Indiana for 
Massachusetts, The former State is hope- 
lesly lost to the Democracy. The infamous 
course of the party leaders at Indianapolis 
during the recent legislative session, and 
particularly the corrupt and illegal election 
of the Copperhead Turpie to the United 
States Senate, have exasperated the people 
from one end of the State to the other, 
There is nofurtherhelp to be expected in 
that quarter by the Democracy. To offset 
the loss of Indiana the President has decided 
he will have Massachusetts, and to accom- 
plish this he fancies he must have Endicott. 
Massachusetts is more or less tainted with 
mugwumpery, and the Administration will 
now seek to make a permanent consolida- 
tion of the mugwumps and Democrats 
in that State, and with Pat ‘Collins 
at one end and Endicott at the 
other swing the Old Bay State round 
to the Democracy. The game isa neat one, 
but it will not work. Collins has not yet re-

WEEDLESS INCREASE OF APPEALED GASES. 
Mr. Green’s bill to facilitate appeals to tha 
Supreme Court in criminal cases is a measure 
of very doubtful policy. The law now opens 
the way foran appeal in every case where 
there is a reasonable doubt as to the guilt of 
the defendant, but Mr. Green proposes that 
all cases shall go up whenever a flaw is found 
in the record, whether the error is material 
or not and whether or not it had any influ- 
ence in leading to a false verdict. In this 
State, where the rules of evidence and meth- 
odsof procedure are in the main those of the 
common law, it is practically impossible to 
conduct a trial of any length or complication 
of details without permitting immaterial 
technical errors to creep into the record, 
and hence the statute wisely provides 
that a supersedeas shall be granted 
only when “the court or Judge isof the 
‘opinion that thereis reasonable cause for 
allowing a writof error, and shall also be of 
the opinion that there is a reasonable doubt 
as to the guilt of the defendant.“ What less 
will satisfy the demands of justice, especial- 
ly asitisthe practice of the Judges to con- 
strue the reasonable doubt provision with 
great freedom? After a defendant has been 
indicted by a grand jury, found guilty bya 
petit jury, and his motion for a new trial 
overruled by the presiding Judge, why 
should there be any further delay and ex- 
pense unless there appears some reason to 
doubt the actual justice of the verdict? To 
find an inconsequential, technical error is not 
enough—it should be of a character to affect 
the result and raise a doubt as to the guilt of 
the prisoner, and if not a supersedeas 
should be refused. Appeals are allowed in 
this country to an extent unknown else- 
where. The law of Illinois takes every pre- 
caution within the bounds of reason to pre- 
vent the conviction of defendants wrongfully 
accused, and Mr. Green’s miscalled amend- 
ment can operate only to hamper and 
obstruct the administration of justice, and 
by allowing appeals in all cases add need- 
lesly to the difficulty of punishing crime.

An analysis of the figures in this table 
shows that in the four cities where the tax 
ranges from $500 to $1,000 the average num- 
ber of saloons is thirty-four to 10,000 people; 
in those where the tax is from $200 to $3800, 
the average is sixty-three; and those where 
it ranges from $50 to $125 it is seventy-one, or 
more than twice as many saloons as there 
are in the Hightibens§ tips. “This démbi- 
strates clearly enough the restrictive infiu- 
ence of the high-license tax, and the best of 
itis that the saloons closed up are those of 
the most disorderly kind, thus reducing the 
volume of crime and assaults upon the public 

peace. In the meantime the more orderiy 
saloons are made to contribute a reasonable 
revenue to the city as compensation for 
whatever burdens they may impose upon the 
taxpayers. Now, where are the figures of 
prohibition? What has it done to reduce or 
control the evils of intemperance? 


It may be that the indictment of the county 
employés will have the effect of postponing for 
a brief time the reduction of county salaries as 
recommended by the reform Commissioners. An 
effort will be made to prevent the fixing of sal- 
aries until it is known who are to receive them. 
The necessity for the reduction, however, is a 
parent. If the expenditures are kept up there 
will be a large deficit at the end of the fiscal 
year, making the floating indebtedness of the 
county even much larger than at the present 
time. Of course, the employés will protest 
against reduction, but those protests should not 
infinence the action of the Commissioners. Econ- 
omy in county affairs is imperative if bank- 
ruptoy is to be avoided.

A Sarcastic Sister Who Does Not Believe 
Suffrage Is a Panacea for All the Ills of 
Her Sex—Women Were Not Made to Be 
Politicians—A Word of Advice to Those 
Who Dream of the Delights of Inde- 
pendence—Some of the Joys Depicted. 


Fannie B. Merrill in the New York Graphic: 
Being a woman I suppose it is taken for 
granted that I must perforce be changeable. 
Possibly. I know I am as far as suffragisis 
go. One week lam mad with them, through 
and through, the next my mad turns to pity, 
not untinged with contempt. One day I come 
acrosssome woman, with no more logic in 
her Head than there is in the paw of a lame 
kitten, trying to make the world at large be- 
lieve that if it will follow her advice in six 
months it will forget what crime and pover- 
ty and a glass of champagne are like. Then 
Jam mad. The next day I find some other 
dear creature who is losing all the fun and 
happiness of a woman’s life, trotting around 
in the mud.and wet, getting signatures to 
some petition that will never be unrolled and 
playing general catspaw to a lot of women 
whose eyes are on possible gold and probable 
advertising. Then I pity. 

There are probably a goodly number of 
women in love with the elusive vote as to be 
quite fair-minded and honest. There are 
others who are not. Men are bad sometimes, 
I grant, but there was a pretty even division 
in the Original Sin Lottery years ago, and 
history does not tell us that women have 
been robbed of their share. Consequently, 
when one perceives a profitable feminine 
agitation it is quite consistent to argue that 
some woman has her eyes wide open and is 
” . 80 to speak. for her blinder sisters. 

For Instance, I have known a number of 
newspaper women who upheld the movement 
from A to I and from Maine to Wash- 
ington Territory. Among all these there 
never was but one from whom I did not 
sooner or later the ‘admission that it 
was a matter of business with her, and that as 
far as each was concerned, she was either g 
posed to it, or at least indifferent. Other wom- 
en, not newspaper women at all, have shown 
their hands with equal frankness: With 
some it is a question of lecturing; others 
write books and know very well the value 
of every cent’s worth of free advertising. 
Still others—now listen—-others go into the 
suffrage circle, as some join the church or a 
charity organization, from social reasons. 
They have no friends, tor instance, ina 
large city; few acquaintances. Women in- 
terested in suffrage are rarely if ever ac- 
cused of frivolity. They are, like Ouida, 
protected by high cheek-bones and other un- 
attractions, and their acquaintance gives a 
certain prestige. The strange woman sees 
her opportunity, seizes it, improves it, and 
very possibly finds her future path easy. 
From being seen often at public meetings 
she is inquired about, questioned. and then 
emb She gets into industrial and edu- 
cational unions, thence into parlor commit- 
tee meetings, and lastly, if she is lucky, into 
the dining-rooms of her colaborers. She be- 
comes a patroness of the movement. She is 
a full-blown suffragist. C'est finis. 

Now, by this I do not argue that all women 
who support the suffrage movement are 
frauds or that they are in any way different 
from or worse than their brothers, the men. 
All I would wish to suggest would be that 
there is a reasonable amount of doubt as to 
whether by the very presence of woman in 

neral at the polis, or, more broadly speak- 

ng, in politics, the whole system would be- 
come purified: If men are awake to the 
chance of turning a legislative dollar so are 
many women, or they would be if they knew 
what a legislative dollar meant and where it 
was to be found.
